SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 

SUMMARY: 

I conducted further investigation in this case, including a telephone interview of Jeff Cristofani and 


NARRATIVE: 

On 09/13/06 I returned a phone message I received from one of the suspects in this case, Jeff 
Cristofani. He wanted to know the status of this case, and I told him I had not started to look into it 
yet. He provided me with a statement, which is summarized below. 


Cristofani explained that|^m^| was someone he met “on the street” wh^^^rking patrol, and 
the he ‘"threw money at him” for information. I suggested he was usin^P^H as an “informal 
confidential informant” and Cristofani agreed with that assessment. HU supposedly owed him 
approximately $200 and he was going to give him back the remaining $197. I asked Cristofani how 
long it had been since he last spoke with H^l and estimated it had been one to one and a half 
years. I asked him why ^^H would owe him money if the money he was giving him w as for 
information, and Cristofani explained he also loaned him money for “survival”. He explained | 
would usually call him to arrange a meeting, and in this case, he agreed to meet him at Chabot College. 
Cristofani acknowledged he had known HH^ or approximately eight years. I pointed out how odd it 
was that a business had issued a check for a refund made out to “cash” and how that should hav^een 
a red flag. Cristofani conceded he should have known better. He has never heard the name I^^HI, 
and that the bank tell er never mentioned anything about the check being counterfeit. I asked him if he 
knew how to contact^HH and he told me he had his cell phone number and that he would call me 
with it. Note: T he next d ay I received a call from Cristofani and he gave me 
contact number fori 

On 09/19/06 I left a message for 1^1 at the number given to me by Cristofani. On 09/20/06 I 
received a r eturn call fr om HHI who identified himself as Tfe following is a 

summary of verbal statement 

(purchased a musical keyboardfromjj^^^^^^lbut found the keyboard was defective. 
Note: his ex-wif e, H HHI^H owned a piano store in Sacramento that was 

awardecHo^^^^kn the divorce^^Hreimbursed HH^ or the defective keyboard with a check 
bearing the pian^tore’s name. ^^^Hlost his identification in Sacramento approximately two 
months ago, but he did not file a police report. He met Cristofani approximately five years ago when 
Cristofani arrested him for possession of marijuana. Instead of taking him to jail, he took | 
home an^nad^unUell his disabled mother why he had been arrested. Cristofaniknows his mother’s 
sister, was a dispatcher at the same police department. HHOB-^d t0 act as a 

confidenti aliriiormaiit for Cristofani, who used to pay him for information. Cristofani als^provided 
with financial assistance for living expenses such as his cell phone and rent. Hjjj ^B h ad 
not spoken with Cristofani for approximately six months, but when he received the check from he 
thought he would repay the $260 he owed Cristofani. |HHH° a ^ e ^ Cristofani and they met in the 
Chabot College parking lot. There was no discussion about how the difference betweeiUhe amount of 
the check and the amount owed to Cristofani would be handled. (HHknewJH was making 
checks and was having people cash them for him so he could buy “dope”. HH^(is not currently 
employed, but he is supported by his mother who gives him $1000 per montn^H^noped” the check

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NARRATIVE: 


On December 28 th , 2006, while on-duty as a Hayward Police Depa rtment S ergeant and 
assigned to the Community Policing Division, I met with both (W)U^nd (W) 

B Community Policing Division Commander Palermini asked that I meet and 
interview both witnesses regarding statements that they had made about Hayward Police 
Officer Jeff Cristofani being involved in a sexual relationship with an underage minor. 

I met with both and HHHI who informed me that they are in a relationship 
together and have been for many years. Bot h witnesses stated that they have lived at the 
same address for several years and that (W) and her son, the victim, 

used to live next door to them several years ago. 

related that they still have regular cont act with both (W) 
and the victim even though (W) ^HHHH^H has moved a few 
blocks away and the victim now resides in California. 

Both ^^^and told me that they have now decided to come forward with 

information that the victim had provided t hem ov er the last sever al years regarding his 
relationship with (S) Jeff Cristofani. Both ^Hi told me that the victim 

has told them several times in the past that when he was 16 years old he was arrested by 
(S) Jeff Cristofani while he was on-duty as a Hayward Polic e Offic er a nd that short ly 
afterwards they began to have sexual relations. I asked both and | 
specifically if the victim had ever told them what type of sex he had with (S) Cri stofani 
and what his age was when these sex acts occurred. Both |^H an ^ HU stated 
that the victim told them on more than one occasion that he had had both oral sex and 
anal sex with (S) Cristofani and that he was 16 or 17 years old when it began. 

Both and H^HI told me that they both met (S) Cristofani through the victim 
when the victim was approximately 17 years old . They stat ed that (S) C ristofani would 
frequently visit the victim at his residence Both HH an( * IHHH t0 ^ me that 
through the years after the victim turned 18 years old, both the victim and (S) Cristofani 
would frequently arrive together and visit with them at their residence. 

told me that approximat ely 8 or 9 years ago when the victim was 
approximately 17-18 years old, (W)HH was with the victim in the parking lot behind 
“Arnies Time Out” located at 29308 Mission Blvd. (W)H stated that he saw (S) 
Cristofani also in th e park ing lot seated alone in the driver’s seat of a marked Hayward 
Police vehi cle. (W ) stated that the victim met with (S) Cristofani. After a short 
period, (W) m stated that he walked over to where they were at to see how much 
longer the victim was going to be. (W) HH to ^ me that when he got near their 
vehicles, he saw the victim performing oral copulation on (S) Cristofani.

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On March 26 th , 2007, I nspector L uevano, Detective Edens and I met with the victim at 
his current residence in The interview was tape recorded by Inspector Luevano. 

I explained to the victim that I wanted to speak with him regarding his relationship with 
(S) Officer J. Cristofani. The victim immediately told me that (S) Cristofani had told him 
in the past that if he said anything, (S) Cristofani would come after him. The victim 
appeared genuinely frightened that if he told the truth (S) Cristofani, would harm him. I 
explained to the victim that I needed to know the truth and that it was our intention that 
we would not let (S) Cristofani cause him any harm. The victim then agreed to cooperate 
and insured me that he would only tell me what he could remember and what he knew 
was factual. The victim was shown a photograph of Hayward Police Department 
photograph of (S) Cristofani and positively identified him as the person he knows as 
Officer Jeff Cristofani 

The victim stated that he first met (S) Cristofani when (S) Cristofani pulled him over in 
his police car while he was driving his mother’s station wagon near Treeview school. The 
victim stated that he h ad marijuana on h is person so (S) Cristofani took him home to his 
mother's apartment onHBB|IH anc * released him to his mother. The victim stated 
that (S) Cristofani pulled him over again a few weeks later while he was on-duty and 
again let him go w/o a citation or arrest. 

The victim related that approximately a month later, (S) Cristofani found him on an 
internet chat room. The victim stated that he had told (S) Cristofani that his aunt| 
was aUUV’olice Dispatcher and while on-line in a gay chat room, he started 
speaking with another person about police officers The victim stated that the other 
person in the chat room told him that he was a police officer but would not tell him what 
city he worked in. The victim related that the other person wanted to “hook up” and they 
agreed to meet on a certain day at his apartment on in^mThe 

victim stated that (S) Cristofani arrived at his apartment on the day in question and was 
driving his police vehicle and was in uniform. The victim stated that this was the first 
time he realized that the person he was speaking with on-line was the same Hayward 
Police officer who had detained him twice. The victim stated that when (S) Cristofani 
entered his apartment, he performed oral sex on (S) Cristofani and (S) Cristofani inserted 
his penis into the victim’s anus. The victim also stated that (S) Cristofani watched him as 
he “snorted” a line of methamphetamine and (S) Cristofani also allowed him to play with 
his firearm. 

I asked the victim how old he was when this incident occurred and the victim stated that 
he believes that he was only 17 years old because he did not have a ve hicle. The victim 
stated that he lived with his mother at when he was 16 

years old but shortl y before turning 17 years old, they moved to the apartment on 

The victim stated that shortly afterwards his mother moved out of the 
apartment and left him on his own because he was using drugs. The victim stated that he 
did not have a car when he was 17 years old so this is why he could not meet (S) 
Cristofani some place else and (S) Cristofani had to come over to his apartment. The 
victim stated that he specifically remembers that he did not get his own car until after he 
was 18 years old. 
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The victim told me that there was another time he specifically remembers that he was 17 
years old when he engaged in a sexual act with (S) Cristofani. The victim stated that (S) 
Cristofani called him and wanted him to meet him on Whipple Road. The victim stated 
that he knows he was only 17 years old at the time because he remembers that he had to 
borrow his mother’s station wagon to meet (S) Cristofani. The victim stated that when he 
arrived, (S) Cristofani was again in his police vehicle and in uniform. The victim stated 
that (S) Cristofani instructed him to follow him behind some warehouses where they both 
parked. The victim stated that (S) Cristofani had his police canine “Dingo” with him at 
the time. The victim related that it was dark outside and they both got out of their 
vehicles and he again orally copulated (S) Cristofani while he stood against the 
warehouse building. The victim described in detail the location where this occurred and 
would later drive with us to this location which we identified as 1001 Whipple Road, 
Hayward. 

The victim stated that over the next 7 to 8 years he met with (S) Cristofani numerous 
times where they engaged in sexual acts. The victim stated that most of the time (S) 
Cristofani was on-duty but there were a few times when he was off-duty. The victim 
related that he was over 18 years old at this time and could only remember specifically 
the two described incidents when he was under 18 years old and they engaged in sexual 
acts. 


The victim stated that after he was 18 years old, he took another juven ile ma le who he 
believed was 16 or 17 years ol d at the ti me to (S) Cristofani’s home in^^> Ca The 
victim identified this person and believes his last name was similar to 

■ The victim related that (S) Cristofani also had picked up another boy who the 
victim believes was 17 years old because (S) Cristofani had told him t hat when he met 
him on line. The victim stated that (S) Cristofani picked the boy up Ca The 

victim stated that when they all arrived at (S) Cristofani’s house, (S) Cristofani gave him 
money so he could buy methamphetamine from a guy named HH who lived in 

| The victim stated that when he returned to (S) Cristofani’s home, he smoked 
methamphetamine with the two other boys but that (S) Cristofani did not smoke any 
methamphetamine The victim related that he saw (S) Cristofani having anal sex with the 
boy from ^^^J and believes that (S) Cristofan i tried to have sex with|^H but 
| got “ wigged ou t.” The victim stated that left the residence and drove 

back hometoJJ^MLThe victim related that (S) Cristofani then drove him and the boy 
from where he dropped them off at an apartment on The 

victim stated that the apartment belo nged to a lady named The victim believes 

that (S) Cristofani took the boy from back home the following day. 


The victim provided me with a detailed description of (S) Cristofani’s residence in| 
and also the type of vehicles (S) Cristofani drives. The victim also stated that he is aware 
that (S) Cristofani is married and has a daughter. The victim further stated that he has 
been to (S) Cristofani’s residence on at least four occasions and related that he has a gun 
safe with several guns and a home computer. The victim told me that (S) Cristofani has 
shown him several photos of boys that he had stored on his home computer. The victim 
stated that many of the photographs appeared to be of males under the age of 18 years 
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and some as young as 14 years old. The victim stated that a majority of the pictures were 
of boys who were nude in the photos and the victim saw that some of the nude boys 
depicted were engaged in sexu al acts with other males. The victim stated that he was last 
at (S) Cristofani’s residence in^B w ^ en saw t * iese photographs approximately 4 
years ago. 


The victim stated that during the month of July 2006, (S) Cristofani called him and asked 
him to bring him a gram of crystal methamphetamine. The victim stated that prior to this 
occasion (S) Cristofani had given him money to buy drugs, but that he had never seen (S) 
use or possess narcotics. The victim related that he did not know why (S) Cristofani 
wante d the methamphetamine. The victim stated that he was with his partner (W) | 

| when they met (S) Cristofani at the gas station behind the “Casa Blanca” motel on 
Foothill Blvd, in Hayward. The victim stated that he gave (S) Cristofani a gram of crystal 
methamphetamine in exchange for $40.00 dollars. The victim stated that this was the first 


time that (W) I 


had ever 'met (S) Cristofani. 


The victim stated that throughout his relationship with (S) Cristofani, he had borrowed 
money from him on several occasions. The victim related that (S) Cristofani helped him 
pay his cellular bill one time and also helped him pay his rent at times. The victim related 
that during the month of August 2006, (S) Cristofani had been consistently asking him to 
pay back the mon ey he owed him. The victim stated that at the time he was staying with 
who lived in ^^^||Califomia. The victim related that he was aware 
that was writing bad checks at the time on his ex-wife’s business account 

and decided to pay back ( S) Cris tofani with one of the checks. The victim related that he 
met with (S) Cristofani in|^^| and gave him one of the checks for approximately 
$300.00 dollars. The victim stated that he believed that this particular check was a good 
check and would not have given it to (S) Cristofani if he knew there would be a problem 
cashing it. The victim stated that a couple of days later, (S) Cristofani called him and 
stated that he was being detained by the Tracy Police Department at a Well Fargo bank 
because the check was not good. For further details concerning the Tracy Police 
Department’s contact with (S) Cristofani on August 21 rt , 2006, see attached TPD report 
#06-08013. 


The victim further stated that approximately two days later, (S) Cristofani called him 
again and stated that he was almost arrested by Tracy PD. The victim stated that (S) 
Cristofani told him that Tracy PD wanted to talk to him and provided him with their 
telephone number The victim stated that (S) Cristofani told him that he spoke with Tracy 
PD and/or Hayward Police Department Internal Affairs Unit he was to tell them that he 
met (S) Cristofani when he was detained many years ago and was suppose to provide 
information about other suspects but never did. (S) Cristofani further told the victim that 
he was to tell them that throughout the years the victim had borrowed money from him 
and this check was payment for the money he had borrowed. The victim related that (S) 
Cristofani told him specifically not to tell anyone about the “sex” part of their 
relationship. The victim further stated that during this telephone conversation, (S) 
Cristofani threatened him. I asked the victim if he could remember specifically what (S) 
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Cristofani had said to him. The victim stated that (S) Cristofani told him that he would 
find him and he would shoot him if he turned him in to Tracy PD or Internal Affairs. 

The victim stated that he fearful of the threat and believes that (S) Cristofani has the 
means to carry out the threat since he is a police officer and possesses numerous firearms. 

The victim stated that he has only seen (S) Cristofani once since the fictitious check was 
discovered and that was when (S) Cristofani pulled him over on “A” Street near Main 
Street approximately 4-5 months ago. The victim stated they spoke briefly and then 
departed ways. The victim related that he has spoken to (S) Cristofani a few times via 
instant messaging since then but not in the last two months. 

The victim stated that his friends (W) & (W) H^^^|who he refers to as his 

“uncles” are also aware that he was dating (S) Cristofani and have seen him with (S) 
Cristofani on many occasions. At the time of the interview, the victim was unaware that 1 
had already spoken with them 

The victim stated that (S) Cristofani e-mail address is and that his 

screen name on AOL instant messaging and on Gay.Comis(B(jThe victim related 
that (S) Cristofani utilizes e-mail and instant messaging to communicate with him and 
also to communicate with other boys that he is trying to meet. 

The victim was later able to access his e- mail account and pr inted out two different e- 
mails that he had received and saved from The first e-mail was dated 

February 2 nd , 2006 and stated: 

“Hey there. How ya doing? How is Sac, you still like it? 1 was wondering when you were 
coming down to see me or when I can come up there to see you. Soon I hope Also you 
have my money together yet? I can get it from you when I see you. Let me know what 
works so I can see you. Jeff’ 

The second e-mail was dated February 14 th , 2006 and stated: 

“I tried calling you back ast night. 1 got through the first time then either got disconnected 
or you hung up just after you answered it. I called back then got a recording that said you 
did not take calls from blocked numbers even though you had just gotten one. So I tried 
again with unblocking my number and yet I got the same message. Then I called from 
work which is not blocked to begin with and again the same message. So not sure whats 
up, but I called back. Jeff” 

The victim stated that he would be willing to access a computer on my behalf in an 
attempt to find and make contact with (S) Cristofani. The victim further stated that he 
would also be willing to wear a body wire and meet with (S) Cristofani for the purpose of 
discussing details of the events that he had just described to us. 

On March 27 th , 2007, Inspector Luevano, Detective Edens, and 1 again met with the 
victim. I directed the victim to attempt to contact (S) Cristofani for the purpose of 
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meeting with him to discuss the Tracy Police Department’s investigation of the fictitious 
check. The victim telephoned the Hayward Police Department and left a message for (S) 
Cristofani with his cellular telephone number. I also provided the victim with a digital 
recorder for the purpose of recording the telephone call between him and (S) Cristofani. I 
was present during all telephone conversations between the victim and (S) Cristofani. 

At approximately 1530 hours, the victim received an incoming call from a blocked 
number. The victim answered the call and the person immediately identified himself as 
“Jeff’ and asked the victim what he wanted. I also immediately recognized the voice on 
the call as (S) Cristofani. The victim told (S) Cristofani that Tracy PD had called him and 
wanted to meet with him in the next couple of days. (S) Cristofani told the victim that he 
did not need to meet with them since his part of it was done and he had already gotten 
into trouble. (S) Cristofani further stated that the victim should be careful if he does meet 
with TPD and also stated, “ If you do meet with them, don’t fucking give them anything 
else.” 


The victim asked (S) Cristofani if he could meet with him when he arrived in Hayward 
and (S) Cristofani told him to try calling him when he gets to Hayward . The victim ask ed 
(S) Cristofani for his cell number and (S) Cristofani initially gave him 
then stated, “No, No, No, don’t use that number. Fuck. Call me at | 
victim then asked (S) Cristofani to call him back with the number unblocked so that he 
store the number. (S) Cristofani agreed and immediately called back with a caller LD of 



The 


At approximately 1910 hours, after the victim had left a message on (S) Cristofani’s 
cellular telephone that he was now in Hayward and wanted to meet, (S) Cristofani called 
back and told the victim to meet him in twenty minutes at Southland mall behind the 
“Olive Garden” restaurant. I then provided the victim with a body wire that he concealed 
on his person and directed him to the listed location. I watched the victim park his vehicle 
in the parking lot behind the listed restaurant. I then took a position when I could clearly 
see the victim w/o and visual obstruction. Inspector Luevano and Detective Edens were 
doubled together and also took a position near the victim where they could record the 
body wire transmissions between the victim and (S) Cristofani. 

At approximately 1945 hours, I saw (S) Cristofani arrived in a marked Hayward Police 
vehicle and park in the parking stall next to the victim. The driver’s side of (S) 
Cristofani’s vehicle was adjacent to the driver’s side of the victim’s vehicle. The 
following is a summary of the key points of their recorded conversation: 

The victim told (S) Cristofani that he had told that he was dating a cop and 

that was now in-custody and that Tracy PD is again asking questions about ho w 

the victim knows (S) Cristofani. (S) Cristofani asked the victim if he told (W)J 
what Police Department the cop worked for that he was dating and the victim told him 
that he had not. (S) Cristofani then told the victim, “If nobody can get a hold of you, if 
nobody can talk to you, if nobody can find you, then this is going nowhere.” (S) 
Cristofani also stated, “They can tell when you are lying. They are very good at this.” 
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The victim then asked (S) Cristofani if he needed to do another vanishing act and (S) 
Cristofani stated, “Yeah.” 


The victim then asked (S) Cristofani for an apology for the threat he made to him during 
the last telephone conversation. (S) Cristofani asked the victim what he was talking about 
and the victim stated, “When you told me that if I said anything, you were going to get 
me.” (S) Cristofani immediately stated, “It doesn’t sound like its over, sounds like its 
fucking rearing its ugly head again. I could see my Lieutenant telling me that I am the 
subject of another internal investigation. That I lied to the department.” The victim again 
asked (S) Cristofani for an apology and told (S) Cristofani that his exact words to him 
were, “If I fucked up your life you would shoot me.” (S) Cristofani stated, “I don’t 
remember what I said, and I don’t think you would do anything on purpose so I am sorry 
for implying that, however, I can’t have my life flicked up. They can’t take my gun nine 
years from retiring.” 


(S) Cristofani then told the victim, “Don’t help them out. Tell them you can’t give them 
anymore information ” The victim then tells (S) Cristofani that he has a new friend that 
he thinks is 17 years old and is into older guys. The victim then told (S) Cristofani that he 
could use some assistance and ask (S) Cristofani if he wants to meet his friend. (S) 
Cristofani stated that he is not sure but does not want him coming to his house. The 
victim then offers to get a motel room and ask (S) Cristofani if he is still on- line. (S) 
Cristofani stated that he is a little and confirms that he is on-line 

(S) Cristofani then ends the conversation by asking the victim what his plans are 
regarding Tracy PD. The victim then asks (S) Cristofani again if he wants him to 
disappear and not talk to Tracy PD. (S) Cristofani replies, “Yeah.” (S) Cristofani then 
told the victim to call him on his cellular telephone. I then saw (S) Cristofani drive away 
from the victim. 


On March 28 Ul , 2007, Inspector Luevano obtained a court order signed by the Honorable 
Judge Saunders of the Hayward Superior Court. The court order was directed to America 
Online, (AOL), and asked for subscriber information for email account 

The order was for subscriber name and address, types of services 
utilized, email addresses, DP addresses, length of service, and means of payment to 
include credit card and bank account numbers. Inspector Luevano faxed the court order to 
America Online and requested the return via fax. 


On March 29 th , 2007, Inspector Luevano, Detective Edens and I met with the victim at 
an undisclosed location in The victim had explained to us that (S) Cristofani 

regularly chats on the Internet and has done so with him regularly in the past. The victim 
stated that (S) Cristofani confirmed during the meeting at Southland mall that he is still 
utilizing the screen name| 


Using a wireless laptop computer that n^roviderUjim^he victim logged onto “AIM” 
(America Online Instant Message) as HIHHHHHand pulled up his “friends” list. 
The Victim scrolled down his list and identified^^^^Bas Cristofani. The list showed 
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that^^^J_currently offline so the Victim placed a call to him asking him if he would 
be online sometime today. 

During that phone call, which was recorded, (S) Cristofani stated he was running some 
errands but would be logging on when he returne d home in the next hour or so. The 
victim then set up his account to chime as soon a^B was online. 

Approximately 45 minutes late r, at 1321 hrs, the victim’s AIM chimed and alerted us that 
(S) Cristofani had logged on as |B. Prior to their chat, I thoroughly explained to 
the Victim to chat with (S) Cristofani as he normally would. 1 also explained to the 
victim that he could not make any promises or imply any threats to (S) Cristofani. 

The following are excerpts from the chat between the victim and (S) Cristofani. During 
their face to face meeting two days before, the victim said he had a 16 year old friend and 
which (S) Cristofani said he was interested in meeting. In this excerpt, the victim asks if 
he is still willing to meet a 16 year old friend of his: 


V: so any hotties lately 

JC: nope 

V: porque? 

1C: haven’t been lookin that hard and have not found any I like 

V: what type are you looking for? 

JC:, little white or Hispanic boys 
JC: looking for 18 yo 

V: 18....why 18 

JC: no danger of something bad happening

At the conclusion of o ur conversations with (S) Cristofani as and as 

| there were several indicators that (S)Jeff Cristofani was the person 
chatting with both the victim and Inspector Luevano: 

1. provides a detailed description of what the victim was wearing the 
night of their face to face meeting in which only (S) Cristofani would know 
of. 

2. During the initial chat with the victim, l^^^suddenly logs off during a 
conversation without any notice The victim calls (S)Cristofani on his cell 
phone and asks him what happened. (S)Cristofani explains that his dial up 
Internet connection shut down and he had to log back onto the Internet. This 
call was also recorded and after listening to it, myself. Inspector Luevano and 
Detective Edens all identified the voice as (S) Cristofani. 

3. Prior to the Internet chats, the victim had disclosed certain events involving he 
and (S)Cristofani. These events occurred when the victim was a minor and 
only (S) Cristofani would have knowledge of these events. In their chat 
session, (S) Cristofani not only brings up one of those events but names the 
2 nd Victim by name. 

4. (S) Cristofani also refers to his Administrative Investigation with HPD which 
is something only he would have specific knowledge about. 


On March 30*, 2007,1 received a fax from America Online in reference to the court 
order that Inspector Luevano obtained regarding email account The 

America Online fax related that the subscriber for the listed email account was (S) Jeff 
Cristofani at The AOL information was 
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that (S) Cristofani’s account was active and that the bill is paid by (S) Jeff Cristofani with 
a credit card issued to him. The information further stated that there w ere three s creen 
names assigned to the account. They include 
attached copy of America Online court order compliance fax. 

On April 2 nd , 2007,1 received a telephone call from the victim. The victim explained to 
me that he wanted to clarify some information that he had previous provided me in his 
recorded state ment. The victim s tated that he had just recently had a conversation with 
his mother (W) regarding her first encounter with (S) Cristofani, the 

addresses they were living at when he was 16 years old through 18 years, and his 18 th 
birthday party. The victim told me that after talking with his mother it refreshed his 
memory regarding certain events during those years and he now had a clearer memory of 
specific events regarding (S) Cristofani. 

The victim stated that he was detained by (S) Cristofani and brought home to his mother 
when he was 17 years old. The victim stated that he is not sure if it was right before he 
turned seventeen or just after The victim stated that during the encounter with (S) 
Cristofani, (S) Cristofani obtained his home telephone number. The victim stated that a 
few weeks later, (S) Cristofani called him at his house and asked him to meet him behind 
the “Amie’s Timeout” bar on Mission Blvd. in Hayward. The victim stated that he drove 
his mother’s car to the listed location and saw (S) Cristofani in his patrol vehicle The 
victim stated that after they talked for awhile, he agreed to perform oral sex on (S) 
Cristofani. The victim stated that he*aw in the back seat of his mother’s vehicle with the 
door open while (S) Cristofani stood outside the vehicle. The victim stated that he then 
orally copulated (S) Cristofani. 

The victim stated that the second event he specifically remembers when he was seventeen 
years old was the event that he had previously told me where he met (S) Cristofani 
behind the address at 1001 Whipple Road and again orally copulated him while they 
stood outside of their vehicles. 

The victim told me that some time after this event, he now remembers that he was 
arrested and sent to juvenile hall. The victim related that while in custody at juvenile hall 
his eighteenth birthday past. The victim stated that shortly after his eighteenth birthday, 
he was released from juvenile hall. Th e victim s tated that his mother then threw him an 
18 th birthday party at church in m The victim told me that he now 

remembers that (S) Cristofani showed up at the party and they spoke for quite some time. 

It was some time after this party that the victim now remembers (S) Cristofani coming 
over to his apartment on The victim related that he engaged in both 

oral and anal sex with (S) Cristofani while he was on-duty and that he was 18vears old at 
the time. 

The victim told me that he began having a sexual relationship with (S) Cristofani when 
he was 17 years old and specifically remembers the two described events before turning 
18. The victim stated that he stopped having a sexual relationship with (S) Cristofani 
when he was 23 years old. The victim stated that during that five year span, he estimates 
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that he had sex with (S) Cristofani at least 15 times while (S) Cristofani was on duty to 
include the two described events when he was 17 years old. The victim stated that he 
engaged in sex with (S) Cristofani while he was off-duty approximately three or four 
times and that he was at least 18 years old during these encounters. However, the victim 
told me that during this five year span, he met with (S) Cristofani at least once a week 
while (S) Cristofani was working so that they could talk or get something to eat together. 
The victim stated that it is the extended time that has past since his first encounters with 
(S) Cristofani and the seer numbers of meetings with (S) Cristofani since then that 
initially caused him to confuse some of facts in his original statement. 

On April 2 nd , 2007, at approximately 1915 hours. Inspector Luevano and Detective Edens 
made contact with Victim #2 at his mother’s residence. It should be noted that victim #2 
is the same person that both the first victim spoke of when h e stated that he drove a 16 
year old male juvenile to (S) Cristofani’s residence in^^|. (S) Cristofani also 
mentioned victim #2 by name to the first victim when they were talking on the instant 
message AOL account. 


In summary, Inspector Luevano told me that before she could explain to victim #2 the 
reason for her contact, he spontaneously asked them if they were there to speak with him 
about “Jeff?” Victim #2 told Inspector Luevano that he has not seen or spoken to victim 
#1 in over two years,however related that whe n he w as approximately 16 years old, 
victim #1 drove him to an older man’s house in Victim #2 stated that the purpose 

of going to this person’s house was to “party.” Victim #2 related that he met (S) 
Cristofani for the first time when he arrived at his house and it was at this time that he 
discovered that (S) Cristofani was a Hayward Police Officer. Inspector Luevano showed 
victim #2 a photo line-up consisting of six Hayward police officers’ photographs and 
victim #2 immediately identified pho tograph W2 of (S) Cristofani as the police officer 
who’s house victim #1 took him to inlHj and who also identified himself as Jeff. 


Victim #2 stated that (S) Cristofani provided him and victim #1 with shots of vodka and 
after a while (S) Cristofani went on-line on his home computer and showed them several 
photographs of under aged males. Victim #2 related that he also showed them a 
photograph of a blond hair, blue eyed, male juvenile who (S) Cristofani stated they were

#2 stated that (S) Cristofani put on a video of a guy on guy pornographic movie and all 
four of them laid down together on the master bed. Victim #2 stated that (S) Cristofani 
then orally copulated him while they were together on the bed. Victim #2 stated that at 
the time, he was just starting to experiment with his sexually so he was confused and also 
“freaked out” by the fact that (S) Cristofani was a police officer. Victim #2 stated that he 
refused to continue and asked victim #1 if he could dri ve his vehicle ba ck to 
Victim #2 stated that he drove victim #l’s^^^^^Hback to^^HH and has not seen 
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or spoken to (S) Cristofani since. Victim #2 stated that he has seen victim #1 several 
times since the described incident but they have never really talked about it. The 
interview with victim #2 was recorded and for further details regarding victim #2’s 
statement, see Inspector Luevano’s attached supplemental report. 

On April 4 th , 2007, Inspector Luevano obtained a Ramey arrest warrant for (S) Jeff 
Cristofani signed by the Honorable Judge Saunders of the Hayward Superior Court. The 
Ramey warrant was for two counts of 288a(b)(l) PC, oral copulation, 136 PC, intimating 
a witness, and attempted 273a PC, child endangerment. Judge Saunders set bail at 
$250,000 dollars. See attached copy of Ramey warrant. 


Inspector Luevano also obtained a search warrant for (S) Cristofani’s residence located at 

^California, his work locker located at 300 West Winton 
Avenue, Hayward, California, and his two personal vehicles. The search warrant was 
authorized by Honorable Judge Saunders of the Hayward Superior Court. For a 
description of the property, things, and evidence to be seized, see attached copy of search 
warrant. 


On April 5 th , 2007, at 1315 hours. Sergeants Quinn, Nishimoto, and I took (S) Cristofani 
into custody w/o incident when he arrived for work at 300 W. Winton Avenue, Hayward. 
I advised (S) Cristofani of the Ramey warrant and told him that we had also obtained a 
search warrant for his residence, locker, and personal vehicles. (S) Cristofani provided 
me with his garage key-pad code to allow us access to his residence and advised that 
there was no one present at his residence. (S) Cristofani provided me with the 
combination to his gun safe located in his residence and the combination to the lock on 
his work locker. I took possession of a cellular telephone that (S) Cristofani had in his 
possession and it was later placed into evidence for examination. 

At approximately 1410 hours, Inspector Luevano, Detectiv e Edens & Sergeant Martinez 
executed the search warrant of (S) Cristofani’s residence at 
California. The residence was unoccupied at the time of the search. For details 
concerning evidence located during the execution of the search warrant, see Inspector 
Luevano’s attached supplemental report. 



Prior to being booked at Santa Rita County jail, I admonished (S) Cristofani of his rights 
and he stated that he understood them and did not want to answer questions w/o an 
attorney. (S) Cristofani was transported to Santa Rita County jail by Alameda County 
Sheriffs Deputy R. Carter #1317.

NARRATIVE: 

This supplement involves a continuing criminal investigation into the allegations of child molestation against 
^^eff Cristofani. As of this date, this is my second supplement regarding my assistance with the investigation. 

On 04/04/2007,1 prepared a Search Warrant for the home, vehicles and employee locker of (S)Cristofani. In 
addition to the Search Warrant, I also prepared a Ramey Warrant for Cristofani's arrest. Both orders were signed 
by the Honorable Judge Reginald Saunders of the Hayward Superior Court at 1605 hours. 


The following morning on 04/05/07 at approximately 1030 hrs, (W)Captain Palermini assigned (W)Detective 
Edens, (W)Sgt. Martinez and 1 to respond to the City of HI m order serve Search Warrant on the 
Cristofani residence. We were instructed to stand by and wait to serve the warrant until Cristofani arrived at the 
Police Department and was taken into custody. 


We arrived in the City of^H|and staged at the Tracy Police Department at 1230 hours. At 1330 hrs, Capt. 
Palermini contacted me and advised (S)Cristofani had taken into custody without incident. He said Sgt. Lundgren 
was speaking with (S)Cristofani in an attempt to ascertain in there was a hide-a-key so in order to avoid breaching

—? residence. Sgt. Lundgren called us back shortly after and advised us that (S)Cristofani had given him the 

■ ibination to garage door which would allow us entry into the home. He also said at this time, (S)Cristofani was 
emely reluctant to give us the combination to his gun safe. 

At 1410 hrs, Sgt. Martinez, Detective Edens and I arrived at the home and were able to safely make entry 
into the residence without causing any damage. Also present was (W)Sgt. Manny Rivera and (W)Detective Vince 
Recce, both of the Sacramento Valley Hi-Tech Crimes Task Force. Sgt. Rivera and Det. Recce were prepared to 
take custody of any and all computer related equipment and media storage devices in order to have them 
forensicaily analyzed at their offices. 

After securing the residence, 1 took basic "entry" photos of the home prior to any searching. While Sgt. 
Martinez, Detective Edens and I started the search of the den located in N/W comer of the home, Sgt. Rivera and 
Det. Recce began the inventory of the computers located in the den and living room. 

Although there were two dens (located adjacent to one another) it was apparent the one East of us contained 
hool related paperwork & supplies and appeared to be the work space for Mrs. Cristofani and was only briefly 
^p|ched. 

In the N/W den, I first located what appeared to be a very large standing gun safe located in the closet. Due 
to the fact (S)Cristofani would not provide the combination, a Lock Smith had been summoned to the residence to 
open it. However, one he arrived on scene, Sgt. Lundgren contacted us and provided us with the combination. He 
said (S)Cristofani warned him that his medical records were inside and that we should not make entry because of 
that. Although I understood his concern, the warrant authorized the entry into any storage containers/safes and we 
had no reason to search through any medical records because it was not relevant to our search. 

Upon opening the safe, I saw the left half contained numerous long guns and what appeared to be 
antique/collectable handguns. There were also several magazines, and pieces of ammunition, all of which were 
carefully cleared and boxed by Detective Edens and Sgt. Martinez. (Refer to Det. Edens' supplemental report for 
the list of weapons/related evidence).

• As Det. Edens and Sgt. Martinez handled the weaponry. I began the search of the right side of the safe, 
ich was composed of (3) cube like storage spaces and one wide flat shelf. Stored in the rear portion of the 
bottom cube, I located (8) assorted VHS tapes which appeared to be of male/male pornography content. 
Adjacent to the tapes was a lunch bag size brown paper bag with the name handwritten on it. Inside, I 

located multiple condoms, (2) tubes of lubricant and a neon green piece of paper with ' 

written on it. Suspecting this could possibly be another potential victim and his contact information, 
I seized the bag and its contents, and the VHS tapes and placed them into evidence. 

In the middle shelf, laying on top of several files, I located a small spiral bound Mead notebook which 
contained many handwritten notes. The notes appeared to be names, phone numbers and descriptions of 
possible victims (all male). Knowing it is not uncommon for such suspects to keep logs/diaries, I also took this 
list of potential victims as evidence.

names and The notes appeared to be directions to homes and had phone numbers on them. 

Adjacent to these papers, I also located (l)Lexar Jump Drive and (l)Kodak SD media card. After placing 
the above items in a evidence bag, I walked the two media devices into the kitchen and handed them to Det. 
Recce. Knowing such items used to store large amounts of media, 1 suspected they may contain potential 
victims and asked Det. Recce if he could open them. 


Det. Recce was able to open both devices and found numerous photos of nude males posing and engaging 
sexual acts. In scanning the photos, I saw there was a large set in which I could identify (S)Cristofani. The 
male he was engaging with appeared to be of age, however, I could not be positive if he was younger. 
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« There were also other files containing what appeared "amateur” shots of other nude/ semi nude males, taken 
th a "Kodak Easy Share" camera just as I had located in the closet, adjacent to the gun safe. Due to the sheer 
number of photos, we were only able to scan them but did locate several that were clearly those of the genitals 
of a young boy (8-12 years). Although I packaged both items, Det. Recce was able to copy both of them for 
further exam. 


In the desk, located in the same room, I did locate an HPD envelope with (S)Cristofani's name on it. Inside, 
I located a (4) page note which was after reading it, appeared to be (S)Cristofani’s "version" of how he knew 
V#1 and why he accepted a fraudulent check from him. It appeared he was had "practiced" or "rehearsed" his 
memory of the events. 

After collecting all of the seized items, we conducted a walk through of the home, assured all of the doors 
were locked, and left the residence through the garage just as we had entered. Because Mrs. Cristofani had not 
arrived as expected, we did lock the gun safe back up due to the large coin collection, credit cards and cash 
51280.00) that was stored inside. (*verified by Sgt. Martinez) 

^The following day, on Friday 04/06/07, at 1330 hrs, I accompanied Sgt. Lundgren to the San Jose Police 
Department were we met with V#1 and formally interviewed him in an interview room. In his interview, V#1 
appeared to have recalled one additional incident in which he orally copulated (S)Cristofani when he was under 
age. (Refer to Sgt. Lundgrcn's supplemental report regarding V#l’s interview.) 

Later that afternoon, we arranged for V#l’s "adopted Uncle's", and (W)J 

to come to HPD to be interviewed regarding their knowledge of V#l's involvement with (S)Cristofani. In 
summary, and H, said they were both aware that V#1 was involved with (S)Cristofani when 

V#1 was just a teen ager. HH explained he had decided to report what he knew after learning from other 
teens in the local gay youth group that "Officer Jeff' will help you out in exchange for sexual favors. Knowing 
which officer they were referring to, coupled with the fact that he is married, said he decided to finally 
report this information, which he did in December 2006 to Lt. Orrey.

! am a Police Inspector with the Hayward Police Department in Hayward, California. 1 have been a Police Officer for 
Hayward since September 1997. 1 am currently assigned to the Office of Ethical Standards as an investigator. 

However, my primary area of expertise is in Child Abuse Investigations. Prior to my current assignment, I was assigned 
to the Youth & Family Services Division where I investigated or significantly been involved in an excess of 500 
suspected child abuse cases. Those cases involved Neglect, Physical Abuse, Sexual Abuse, and Child Exploitation. For 
the purposes of this document, Child Exploitation is divided into three areas: Child Pornography, Child Sex Rings and 
Child Prostitution. 

1 have interviewed in excess of 400 persons who were reported to be or there was probable cause to believe, were the 
Victims of Child Abuse/and or Child Sexual Exploitation. As a result of investigations, serving or assisting in the 
service of Search Warrants or reviewing evidence from the other investigator’s cases, I have personally reviewed 
hundred of pieces of correspondence, video tapes, audio tapes, manuscripts, diaries, literature, photographs and 
periodicals produced or written by persons who have a sexual interest in children and/or the sexual exploitation of 
children.

YOUR AFFIANT SAYS THAT THE FACTS IN SUPPORT OF THE ISSUANCE OF THE SEARCH / ARREST 
WARRANT ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

I maintain regular and close contact with other investigators and prosecutors who are recognized experts in the field of child sexual 
assault. We discuss intelligence, investigative techniques and the latest developments in the law. 

Based on my education, training, experience and consultation with experts, I have learned that child predators, child molesters and 
people who buy, produce, trade, sell or posses child pornography or who are in the business of marketing children for prostitution 
have one or more of the following characteristics: 

• They are persons whose sexual objects are children. They receive sexual gratification and satisfaction from physical contact 
with children and from fantasies using pictures or other depiction's of nude, semi-clothed 

or clothed children. Oftentimes, these depictions are of children involved in sexual activity. 

• They collect pornography depicting children and/or adults involved in both heterosexual and homosexual activity. They will 
also possess magazines that depict adult nudity and "soft core," pornography, i.e., implicit (no penetration, simulation only). 

\ The pornography (sexually explicit materials) includes, but is not limited to, photographs, magazines, motion pictures, 
videotapes, books and slides which they use for their own sexual gratification and fantasy. 






































psychological support by exchanging, trading or selling them to other people with similar interest. These photographs are 
carried and kept by these persons as a constant threat to the child, i.e., blackmail and/or exposure. 

• These persons often use drugs and/or alcohol as a means of inducement to get a child into the particular location of the 
offender's home. Both drugs and alcohol are used as a means of seduction, reducing the child's inhibitions, and for sexual 
excitement. Further, these persons will oftentimes utilize their child victims as a means to transport, hold and distribute drugs. 
This not only increases the financial status of these individuals but also further lowers the inhibitions of their victims by 
introducing them to another criminal activity. 

• These persons often collect and maintain artifacts, statues, paintings or other art media, which depict children or other young 
persons in nude poses or sexual acts. These are kept or left in places where the victim can find or discover them. 

• These persons often keep and obtain things of interest to their victims. This may consist of magazines, books, toys for the age 
level of the victims they desire to attract, and may be as complicated as video games, toy train sets and computers. 

• The persons will often use sexual aid and props while they are molesting and/or photographing children. These aid and props 
may include but are not limited to; dildos, vibrators, lotions, lingerie, and items of clothing and items of furniture. 

• These persons will not stop with one victim, but will constantly seek out new ones, often using the same methods of stalking 
and seduction that have been successful for them in the past. They will also use methods to obtain victims that have been 
passed on to them by other persons have their same interests in children. 

• In cases of child prostitution/exploitation, these persons will use their current victims to “recruit” new victims, often times 
targeting group homes, foster homes and other places where vulnerable children can be easily accessed, including the Internet. 

• These persons, although a small percentage, may kidnap and/or kill their victims. The killings may be to silence the victim. It 
may also be part of a sadistic ritual in which the person obtains sexual gratification from the infliction of pain and/or killing of a 
child. They may keep the child alive for some time prior to the killing. The sadistic child predator or molester may collect 
pornography depicting children involved in sadomasochistic activity or being killed (snuff film). Some of these persons may 
abandon or return the victim unharmed after they have molested them. These persons may lack the sophistication or patients to 
cultivate and seduce their victims or they may have no access to children in their daily lives. 

Victims: 

• Most children will not disclose their victimization to a responsible adult in a timely manner, If at all. Some children may even 
deny the molestation occurred when initially confronted. Some of the motivating factors for this behavior may be guilt, 
embarrassment, fear of the suspect, fear of the legal system motivated by misinformation provided by the suspect, loyalty to the 
suspect, pressure by others to remain silent, fear they are culpable for the activity, etc. This especially holds true for the 
majority of young male victims. 


DISCLOSURE OF INCIDENT

Standards from Lt. Christine Orrey. In her memo, Lt. Orrey advised me she had been contacted by two male 
adults while she a nd C hief Lowe were attending the Hayward City Council Meeting last night.

• Such persons rarely, if ever, dispose of their sexually explicit materials , especially when they have taken the photographs or 
made the videos tapes in question. These materials are treated as prized possessions and can be are commonly saved for 
many years. 

Most of these subjects prefer contact with minors of one sex, with a specific interest in a certain age or development range. 

• These persons engage in activities or programs, which will be of interest to the type of victims they desire to attract. "Fashion 
Photography" involving minor children is one common activity preying upon the common desire among under-aged children to 
become fashion models. Persons who engage in this particular method of exploitation usually use and possess a wide variety of 
photographic equipment to assist in the deception. Such equipment commonly includes conventional still cameras, "Polaroid” 
brand cameras, video cameras, video recorders, lenses, tripods, stands, backdrops, exposed and unexposed film, video 
recordings and blank video tape, or video cassettes, film projection equipment, screens, viewers, slides, negatives, and 
photograph processing equipment. 

• Such persons go to great lengths to conceal and to protect their collections of illicit materials from discovery, theft and damage. 
This includes use of locked storage facilities, which may often be located apart from the residence. 

• These people use sexually explicit materials, including those listed above for lowering the inhibitions of children, sexually 
stimulating children and themselves, and for demonstrating activity with children. 

• These people often correspond or meet with one another to share information and identities of their victims as a mejans of 
gaining status, trust, acceptance and psychological support. This correspondence will often contain the identities of previously 
unknown victims and suspect. Frequently, these documents are concealed along with their child pornography. 

• Often these people will cut pictures of children out of magazines, newspapers, books and other publications, which they use as 
a means of fantasy relationships. These "cutouts" help to identify the investigated person’s targeted age range and gender of 
their victims. 

• These people often collect, read, copy or maintain names, addresses, phone numbers or lists of persons who have similar sexual 

^ interests. These may have been collected by personal contact or through advertisements in various publications. 

• These contacts are maintained as a means of personal referral, exchange and commercial profit. These names may be 
maintained in the original publication, in the phone or notebooks, or merely on scraps of paper. 

• The maintenance of diaries relating to sexual encounters by these persons with children is not uncommon. These accounts of 
their sexual experience are used as a means of reliving the encounter when these persons have no children to molest. Such 
diaries might consist of notebooks, scraps of paper, formal diaries or computer entries in a home computer. 

« The use of home computers is very common. It is known that the computer database will usually be encrypted. It takes an 
encryption expert to effectively decode the encryption which may take several weeks of diagnostic testing to 
successfully break the code to gain access to the information. To attempt to do this at the location of the computer would lead 
to an undue interference with the place to be searched and would represent an undue interference with my other assigned duties. 
For this reason, such items must be examined at locations conducive to criminal examinations, i.e., police department, crime lab 
etc. Further such examinations often times require that the seized computer/system be held for periods of 120 days. 

• These persons attempt to reduce the risk of discovery by maintaining their own photo developing equipment. This includes the 
use of modem state of the art instant development equipment, such as Polaroid, video recorders, etc. In addition, they will 
patronize larger volume development labs or developing labs that deal strictly in hard-core adult pornographic material to avoid 
detection. 

• These persons will maintain name, addresses, phone numbers of victims, victims friends or victims of other child molesters, 
athletic rosters and school rosters in the same manner as described above. 


These persons often collect and maintain photographs of children they are or have been involved with. These photographs may 
depict children fully clothed; in various stages of undressing or totally nude or various activities not necessarily sexually 
explicit in nature. 

These persons use photographs as described above, as a means of reliving fantasies or actual encounters with the depicted 
children. These persons also utilize the photographs as keepsakes and a means of gaining acceptance, status, trust, and 
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a “meth using Chicken Hawk" who makes the gay officers look bad by hiding in the closet and using drugs 
behind his wife's back. 

On December 15 th , 2006, Lt. Licata and I met with and HH 31 an off site location in Union City. 

Tile pair again told us t hey we re aware of this secret relationship and said they believed it had began when V1 
was only 16 years old. said he even came upon the pair behind the “Amie’s Time Out” and caught VI 

performing oral sex on the Suspect Officer while he was in uniform, jjm said this was not unusual for 
V1 to meet up wi th the Suspect Officer while the Suspect Officer was on duty and said V1 often “bragged” 
about it to them. |H said he was up until recently a volunteer with a local gay youth group and was very 
disturbed to hear the male juveniles talk about “Officer Suspect”. He said the rumor was if you needed a 
“loan” or “drugs” you could call him for help, of course in exchange for a sexual favor. 

After speaking with the pair, this information was passed on to Captain Palermini who then assigned Sergeant 
Lundgren to work on these allegations full time. The following is an account of what Sergeant Lundgren 
discovered in his investigation. It will also describe how I came back into the investigation to assist Sergeant 
Lundgren as soon as we located V1: 

On December 28 th , 2006, while on-duty as a Hayward Police Department Sergean^n^assigned to the 
Community Policing Division, Sgt. Lundgren met with both (W) ^H|and (W) Community 

Policing Division Commander Palermini asked that Sgt Lundgren meet and interview both witnesses 
regarding statements that they had made about the Susepct Officer being involved in a sexual relationship 
with an underage minor. 

Sgt. Lundgren met with both^^^l and^^^HH who informed me that they are in a relationship together 
and have been for many years. Both witnesses stated that they have lived at the same address for several years 
and that and her son, VI, used to live next door to them several years ago.

Both and told me that they have now decided to come forward with information that the 

victim had provided them over the last several years regarding his relationship with the Suspect Officer. Both 
H and^^lH told me that the VI has told them several times in the past that when he was 16 years 
old he was arrested by the Suspect Officer while he was on-duty as a Hayward Police Officer and that shortly 
afterwards they began to have sexual relations. Sgt. Lundgren asked both^^B and^mH specifically if 
the VI had ever told th em wha t ty pe of sex he had with the Suspect Officer and what his age was when these 
sex acts occurred. Both H and |^HHI stated that VI told them on more than one occasion that he had 
had both oral sex and anal sex with V1 and that he was 16 or 17 years old when it began. 

Both and toid me that the y h° th met the Suspect Officer through the victim when the 

victim was approximately 17 years old. They stated the Suspect Officer would frequently visit VI at his 
residence. Both and HIHB told me that though the years after the V1 turned 18 years old, both 
VI and the Suspect Officer would frequently arrive together and visit with them at their residence. 

(WJP told me that approximately 8 or 9 years ago when VI was approximately 17-18 years old, (W) 
^was with the victim in the parking lot behind “Amies Time Out” located at 29308 Mission Blvd. (W) 

| stated that he saw the Suspect Officer also in the parking lot seated alone in the driver’s seat of a 
marke d Hayward Police vehicle. (W)HI stated V1 met with Suspect Officer. After a short period, (W) 
I stated that he walked over to where they were at to see how much longer the victim was going to be. 








































(W) m told me that when he got near their vehicles, he saw’ VI performing oral copulation on the Suspect 
Officer.

In checking his records, I found VI is currently 26 years old and was bom on

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On March 26 th , 2007, Sgt. Lundgren, Detective Edens and I met with VI at his current residence in | 

The interview was tape recorded with my digital recorder. Sgt, Lundgren explained to VI we wanted to speak 
with him regarding his relationship with the Suspect Officer. V1 immediately told me that the Suspect Officer 
had told him in the past that if he said anything, he would come after him. VI appeared genuinely frightened 
that if he told the truth the Suspect Officer, would harm him. Sgt. Lundgren explained to VI that he needed to 
know the truth and that it was our intention that we w'ould not let the Suspect Officer cause him any harm. V1 
then agreed to cooperate and insured us that he would o nly tell me what he could rem ember and what he knew 
was factual. He also said he wanted to bee cooperative was t0 the truth and 

deal wi th things that have happened to him in the past. V1 did not ask for any favors or special treatment in 
regards v 1 was aIso shown a photograph of Hayward 

Police Department photograph of the Suspect Officer and positively identified him as the person he knows as 
Officer “Suspect”. 

VI stated that he first met the Suspect Officer when the Suspect Officer pulled him over in his police car 
while he was driving his mother’s station wagon near Treeview School. VI st ated that he had m arijuana on 
his person so the Suspect Officer took him home to his mother’s apartment on ant * re I ease d 

him to his mother. VI stated that the Suspect Officer pulled him over again a few weeks later while he was 
on-duty and again let him go without a citation or arrest. V1 said on both occasions, he gave his true DOB of 
B and said there was no way the Suspect Officer did not know he was 16 years of age. 

VI related that approximately a month later, th e Suspect Office r fou nd him on an Internet chat room. VI then 
stated he had told the Suspect Officer his aunt was Police Dispatcher and while 

on-line in a gay chat room, he started speaking with another person about police officers. VI stated the other 
person in the chat room told him that he was a police officer but would not tell him what city he worked in. 

VI related the other person wanted to “hook up” and they agreed to meet on a certain day at his apartment on 
in Hayward. VI stated the Suspect Officer arrived at his apartment on the day in question 
and was driving his police vehicle and was in uniform. V1 stated this was the first time he realized that the 
person he was speaking with on-line was the same Hayward Police Officer who had detained him twice. VI 
stated when the Suspect Officer entered his apartment, he performed oral sex on the Suspect Officer and the 
Suspect Officer inserted his penis into Vi’s anus. VI also stated the Suspect Officer watched him as he 
“snorted” a line of methamphetamine and he also allowed him to play with his department issued firearm. VI 
also explained that the Suspect Officer preferred to play the role of the “top” and he was the “bottom” during 
their relationship. He further explained that if they had anal intercourse, it was usually the Suspect Officer’s 
penis that penetrated his anus and if there was oral sex, VI would do the performing on the Suspect Officer’s 
penis. 

Sgt. Lundgren asked VI how old he was when this incident occurred and VI stated that he believes that he 
was only 17 years old because he did not have a vehicle. VI said he clearly remembers getting his 1 st car on 
his Eighteenth Birthday as a gift which would have been in ^H|1998. 
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V1 stated that he lived with his mother at the ^ ^ > ears but 

shortly before turning 17 years old, they moved to the apartmenton^^Hi^Hi^l VI stated that shortly 
afterwards his mother moved out of the apartment and left him on his own because he was using drugs. V1 
|Stated that he did not have a car when he was 17 years old so this is why he could not meet the Suspect 
^Officer some place else and the Suspect Officer had to come over to his apartment. In essence, VI believes 
the incident occurred between July 1997 and November 1997. 

V1 told us that there was another time he specifically remembers that he was 17 years old when he engaged in 
a sexual act with the Suspect Officer. VI stated the Suspect Officer called him and wanted him to meet him 
on Whipple Road in Hayward. V1 stated that he knows he was only 17 years old at the time because he 
remembers that he had to borrow his mother’s station wagon to meet the Suspect Officer. VI stated that when 
he arrived, the Suspect Officer was again in his police vehicle and in uniform. VI stated the Suspect Officer 
instructed him to follow him behind some warehouses where they both parked. V1 stated the Suspect Officer 
had his police canine “Dingo” with him at the time. VI related that it was dark outside and they both got out 
of their vehicles and he again orally copulated the Suspect Officer while the Suspect Officer stood against the 
warehouse building. VI described in detail the location where this occurred and would later drive with us to 
this location which we identified as 1001 Whipple Road, Hayward. VI said this incident happened after the 
above incident and believes it would have happened between August 1997 and January 1998. 

VI stated over the next 7 to 8 years he met with the Suspect Officer numerous times where they engaged in 
sexual acts. VI stated that most of the time the Suspect Officer was on-duty but there were a few times when 
he was off-duty. VI related that he was over 18 years old at this time and could only remember specifically 
the two described incidents when he was under 18 years old and they engaged in sexual acts. 

VI stated that after he was 18 years old, he took an other juvenile male who he believed was 16 or 17 years old 
at the time to the Suspect O fficer’s h ome in Ca - V1 identified this person as “Victim #2” and believes 
is last name was similar to||^^|. VI boasted he had been to the Suspect Officer’s home on many 
occasions when his wife was at wor k and d escribed it as a big 2 story homewitl^^wimmin^ool and a dog 
run. V1 said he knew you took HI then made a few turns into a I^HHHHHUH- Using 
Google Maps, VI pointed out the route and identified as t ^ ie location. This location also 

matched department records for the Suspect Officer’s home. In addition, Sgt. Lundgren later drove by the 
home and said it appeared to match V1 ’s description. 

V1 related the Suspect Officer also had picked up another boy who V1 believes was no more than 17 years 
old because the Suspect Officer had told hi m that when he met him online. VI stated the Suspect Officer 
picked the boy up somewhere in VI stated that when they all arrived at the Suspect Officer’s 

house, t he Suspect Officer gave him money so he could buy methamphetamine from a guy named H^H w b° 
lived in VI stated when he retu med 10 the Suspect Officer’s home, he smoked methamphetamine 

with the two other boys but the Suspect Officer did n ot smoke any methamphetamine. V1 also related that he 
saw (S) Cristofani having anal sex with the boy from |^^^H and believes that the Suspect Officer tried to 
have sex with Vic tim #2 (V2) but V2 got “wigged out.” VI stated that V2 left the residence and drov e back 
hometoHHH in 'Vi’s car. V1 said the Suspect Officer then drove him and the boy from |HH to 

^vher^ie dropped them off at an apartment on HH^H V1 stated that the apartment belonged to 
a lady named HUH ^ i also believes the Suspect Officer took the boy from H| 0 back home the 
following day. 







































VI provided me with a detailed description of the Suspect Officer’s residence in ^||and also the type of 
vehicles he drives. VI also stated he is aware the Suspect Officer is married and has a young daughter. VI 
further stated he has been to the residence on at least four occasions and related that he has a gun safe with 
several guns and a home computer system. VI told me the Suspect Officer has shown him several photos of 
boys that he had stored on his home computer. V1 stated that many of the photographs appeared to be of 
males under the age of 18 years and some as young as 14 years old. VI stated a majority of the pictures were 
of boys who were nude in the photos and VI saw that some of the nude boys depictedwere engaged in sexual 
acts with other males. VI stated he was last at the Suspect Officer’s residence in||| when he saw these 
photographs approximately 4 years ago although they have never lost contact either in person or by email. VI 
said the Suspect Officer has sent him pictures of “hotties” via email or via Gay.com. 

VI stated during the month of July 2006, the Suspect Officer called him and asked him to bring him a gram of 
crystal methamphetamine. VI stated prior to this occasion the Suspect Officer had given him money to buy 
drugs, but that he had never seen (S) use or possess narcotics. VI relate^h^did not know why the (S) wanted 
the methamphetamine. VI stated that he was with his partner (W) when they met the (S) at the 

gas station behind the “Casa Blanca” motel on Foothill Blvd, in Hayward. VI stated he gave the (S) a gran^f 
crystal methamphetamine in exchange for $40.00 dollars. VI sta ted tha t this was the first time that (W) | 
had ever met the Suspect Officer and thought it was funny when m freaked out because his “customer” 
was a uniformed officer. 

VI stated that throughout his relationship with the (S), he had borrowed money from him on several 
occasions. VI related that the (S) helped him pay his cellular bill one time and also helped him pay his rent at 
times. V1 related during the month of August 2006, the (S) had beei^onsistently asking him t^aj^ack the 
money he owed him. VI stated at the tim e he was staying with (W) |^^^^H|who lived in| 

California. VI related he was aware was writing bad checks at the time on his ex-wife’sbusiness 

account and decided to pay back the (S) with one of the checks. VI related he met with the (S) in and 
gave him one of the checks for approximately $300.00 dollars. VI stated that he believed this particular check 
was a good check and would not have given it to the (S) if he knew there would be a problem cashing it. VI 
stated that a couple of days later, the (S) called him and stated that he was being detained by the Tracy Police 
Department at a Well Fargo bank because the check was not good. The date of this occurrence was August 
21st, 2006. 

VI further stated approximately two days later, on 08-23-2006, the (S) called him again and stated that he was 
almost arrested by Tracy PD. VI stated that the (S) told him that Tracy PD wanted to talk to him and provided 
him with their telephone number. VI stated the (S) told him that he spoke with Tracy PD and/or Hayward 
Police Department Internal Affairs Unit he was to tell them that he met the (S) when he was detained many 
years ago and was suppose to provide information about other suspects but never did. The (S) further told VI 
he was to tell them that throughout the years VI had borrowed money from him and this check was payment 
for the money he had borrowed. VI related that the (S) told him specifically not to tell anyone about the 
“sex” part of their relationship. VI further stated that during this telephone conversation, the (S) threatened 
him. I asked VI if he could remember specifically what the (S)had said to him. VI stated that the (S) told him 
that he would find him and he would shoot him if he turned him in to Tracy PD or Internal Affairs. VI stated 
he fearful of the threat and believes the (S) has the means to carry out the threat since he is a police officer and 
possesses numerous firearms and is a trained range master. 

V1 stated he has only seen the (S) once since the fictitious check was discovered and that was when the (S) 
pulled him over on “A” Street near Main Street approximately 4-5 months ago. VI stated they spoke briefly 
and then departed ways. VI related he has spoken to the (S) a few times via instant messaging on the Internet 
since then but not in the last two months. 
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VI stated his friends or “adopted gay uncles” (W) BH & (W) B^^^H are also aware that he was dating 
the (S) and have seen him with the (S) on many occasions. At the time of the interview, V1 was unaware that 
I had already spoken with them. 

VI stated the (S)’s E-mail address is B^B ^- ao 1 .com and his screen name on AOL instant messaging and 
on Gay.Com is^^^B- VI related the (S) utilizes E-mail and instant messaging to communicate with him 
and also to communicate with other boys he is trying to meet. 

VI was later able to access his e-mail account and printed out two different e-mails that he had received and 
saved from ^^Mi^)aol.com . The first e-mail was dated February 2 nd , 2006 and stated: 


“Hey there. How ya doing? How is Sac, you still like it? I was wondering when you were coming down to see 
me or when I can come up there to see you. Soon I hope. Also you have my money together yet? I can get it 
from you when l see you. Let me know what works so I can see you. (suspect’s name) ” 

The second e-mail was dated February 14 th , 2006 and stated: 

“I tried calling you back ast night. I got through the first time then either got disconnected or you hung up just 
after you answered it. I called back then got a recording that said you did not take calls from blocked numbers 
even though you had just gotten one. So I tried again with unblocking my number and yet I got the same 
message. Then I called from work which is not blocked to begin with and again the same message. So not 
sure whats up, but I called back, (suspect’s name)” 

V1 stated he would be willing to access a computer on my behalf in an attempt to find and make contact with 
the (S). V1 further stated he would also be willing to wear a body wire and meet with the (S) for the purpose 
of discussing details of the events that he had just described to us. 

On March 27 th , 2007, Sgt. Lundgren, Detective Edens, and I again met with VI. Sgt. Lundgren directed VI to 
attempt to contact the (S) for the purpose of meeting with him to discuss the Tracy Police Department’s 
investigation of the fictitious check. V1 telephoned the Hayward Police Department and left a message for the 
(S) with his cellular telephone number. I also provided VI with a digital recorder for the purpose of recording 
the telephone call between him and the (S). Sgt. Lundgren, Detective Edens and I were all present during all 
telephone conversations between the victim and (S) Cristofani. 

At approximately 1530 hours, V1 received an incoming call from a blocked number. V1 answered the call and 
the person immediately identified himself as “(suspect’s first name)” and asked VI what he wanted. I also 
immediately recognized the voice on the call as the (S). VI told the (S) Tracy PD had called him and wanted 
to meet with him in the next couple of days. The (S) told the victim that he did not need to meet with them 
since his part of it was done and he had already gotten into trouble. The (S) further stated to V1 that he 
should be careful if he does meet with TPD and also stated, “ If you do meet with them, don’t fucking give 
them anything else.” 

VI asked the (S) if he could meet with him when he arrived in Hayward and the (S) told him to try calling 
him when he gets to Hayward. VI asked the (S) for his cell number and th^S^nitiall^ave him |^^BH 
BB then stated, “No, No, No, don’t use that number. Fuck. Call me VI then asked the 

(S) to call him back with the number unblocked so that he store the number. The (S) agreed and immediately 
called back with a caller ID of B 

At approximately 1910 hours, after VI had left a message on the (S) ’s cellular telephone that he was now in 
Hayward and wanted to meet, the (S) called back and told VI to meet him in twenty minutes at Southland 
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Mall behind the “Olive Garden” Restaurant. Sgt. Lundgren then provided and fitted V1 with a body wire that 
he concealed on his person and directed him to the listed location. Sgt. Lundgren watched the victim park his 
vehicle in the parking lot behind the listed restaurant and took a position where he could clearly see VI 
without any visual obstruction. Detective Edens and 1 were doubled together and also took a position near VI 
1 where we could record the body wire transmissions between VI and the (S). 

At approximately 1945 hours, I saw the (S) arrive in a marked Hayward Police vehicle and watched as he 
parked in the parking stall adjacent to V l’s vehicle. The driver’s side of the (S)’s patrol car was adjacent to 
the driver’s side of Vi’s vehicle. 

The following is a summary of the key p oints of t heir recorded conversation: VI told the (S) he had told (W) 
| that he was dating a cop and thatj^^Hwas now in-custody and that Tracj^D is again asking 
questions about how the victim knows the (S). The (S) asked VI if he told (W) HH what Police 
Department the cop worked for that he was dating and V1 told him that he had not. The (S) then told VI, “If 
nobody can get a hold of you, if nobody can talk to you, if nobody can find you, then this is going nowhere.” 
The (S) also stated, “They can tell when you are lying. They are very good at this.” VI then asked the (S) if he 
needed to do another vanishing act and the (S) stated, “Yeah ” 

V1 then asked the (S) for an apology for the threat he made to him during the last telephone conversation.The 
(S) asked V1 what he was talking about and V1 stated, “When you told me that if I said anything, you were 
going to get me.” The (S) immediately stated, “It doesn’t sound like its over, sounds like its fucking rearing its 
ugly head again. I could see my Lieutenant telling me that I am the subject of another internal investigation. 
That I lied to the department.” VI again asked the (S) for an apology and told the (S) his exact words to him 
were, “If I fucked up your life you would shoot me.” The (S) stated, “I don’t remember what I said, and I 
don’t think you would do anything on purpose so I am sorry for implying that, however, I can’t have my life 
fucked up. They can’t take my gun nine years from retiring.” 

The (S) told the victim, “Don’t help them out. Tell them you can't give them anymore information.” VI then 
tells the (S) he has a new friend that he thinks is 17 years old and is into older guys. VI offers the (S) that he 
could use some assistance and asks the (S) if he wants to meet his friend. The (S) stated that he is not sure but. 
does not want him coming to his house. VI then offers to get a motel roon^nd ask the (S) if he is still on¬ 
line. The (S) stated that he is a little and confirms that he is on-line as 

The (S) then ends the conversation by asking VI what his plans are regarding Tracy PD. VI then asks the (S) 
again if he wants him to disappear and not talk to Tracy PD. The (S) replies, “Yeah.” The (S) then asks VI to 
contact him on his cellular telephone. I then saw the (S) drive away from VI. 

On March 28 th , 2007,1 obtained a court order signed by the Honorable Judge Saunders of the Hayward 
Superior Court. The court order was directed to America Online, (AOL), and asked for subscriber information 
for email account ^^^ J@aol.com . The order was for subscriber name and address, types of services 
utilized, email addresses, IP addresses, length of service, and means of payment to include credit card and 
bank account numbers. I then faxed the court order to America Online and requested the return via fax. 

On Marc h 29 th , 2007, Sgt. Lundgren, Detective Edens and I met with the victim at an undisclosed location in 
VI had explained to us that the (S) regularly chats on the Internet and has done so with him 
regularly in the past. V1 stated tha t the (S) confirmed during the meeting at Southland Mall that he is still 
utilizing the screen name | 

lUsing a wire less laptop compute r that we provided him, V1 logged onto “AIM” (America Online Instant 
Message) as pulled up his “friends” list. VI scrolled down his list and identified 














































as (suspect’s full name). The list showed that | 
asking him if he would be online sometime today. 


currently offline so V1 placed a call to him 


During that phone call, which was recorded, the (S) stated he was running some errands but woukU^ogging 
on when he returned home in the next hour or so. V1 then set up his account to chime as soon as was 

online. 

>roxi mately 45 minutes later, at 1321 hrs, Vi’s AIM chimed and alerted us the (S) had logged on as 

_ Prior to their chat, I thoroughly explained to VI to chat with the (S) as he normally would. We 

also explained to VI he could not make any promises or imply any threats to the (S). 


The following are excerpts from the chat between VI and the (S). During their face to face meeting two days 
before, VI said he had a 16 year old friend and which the (S) said he was interested in meeting. In this 
excerpt, VI asks if he is still willing to meet a 16 year old friend of his: 

(V indicates VI and JC indicates the Suspect) 



V: so any hotties lately 
JC: nope 
V: porque? 

JC: haven’t been lookin that hard and have not found any I like 

V: what type are you looking for? 

JC: little white or Hispanic boys 
JC: looking for 18 yo

At the conclusion of our conversations with the (S) as and as there were 

several indicators that the (S) was the person chatting with both the victim and I: 

1. provides a detailed description of what the victim was wearing the night of their face to 
face meeting in which only the (S) wouldknow of. 

2. During the initial chat with the victim, UHL suddeid y lo 8 s durin 8 a conversation without 
any notice. The victim calls the (S) on his cell phone and asks him what happened. The (S) 
explains that his dial up Internet connection shut down and he had to log back onto the Internet. 
This call was also recorded and after listening to it, myself, Sgt. Lundgren and Detective Edens all 
identified the voice as the (S). 

3. Prior to the Internet chats, VI had disclosed certain events involving he and the (S). These events 
occurred when V1 was a minor and only the (S) would have knowledge of these events. In their 
chat session, (S) Cristofani not only brings up one of those events but names the 2 nd Victim by 
name. 

4. The (S) also refers to his Administrative Investigation with HPD which is something only he 
would have specific knowledge about. 


On March 30 th , 2007,1 received a fax from America Online in reference to the court order that Inspector 


Luevano obtained regarding email account 


htiaol.com. The America Online fax related that the 




subscriber for the l isted email account was the (S) and listed his address as 
alifomia, AOL information was the (S) ’s account was active and that the bill is paid by the (S) 

with a credit card issued t o him. The information further state d that there were three screen names assigned to 
the account. They include I 


On April 2 nd , 2007,1 received a telephone call from VI. He explained to me that he wanted to clarify some 
information that he had previous provid ed me in his recor ded statement. VI stated that he had just recently 
had a conversation with his mother (W) regarding her first encounter with the (S), the 

addresses they were living at when he was 16 years old through 18 years, and his 18 ,h birthday party. VI told 
me that after talking with his mother it refreshed his memory regarding certain events during those years and 
he now had a clearer memory of specific events regarding the (S). 


VTstated he was detained by the (S) and brought home to his mother when he was about 17 years old. VI 
stated he is not sure if it was right before he turned seventeen or just after ( February 1997 or April 1997). VI 
stated during the encounter with the (S), the (S) obtained his home telephone number. VI stated that a few 
weeks later, the (S) called him at his house and asked him to meet him behind the “Amie’s Timeout” bar on 
Mission Blvd. in Hayward. VI stated he drove his mother’s car to the listed location and saw the (S) in his 
patrol vehicle. VI stated that after they talked for awhile, he agreed to perform oral sex on the (S). VI stated 
he saw in the back seat of his mother’s vehicle with the door open while the (S) stood outside the vehicle. VI 
stated that he then orally copulated the (S). 


VI stated the second event he specifically remembers when he was seventeen years old was the event that he 
had previously told me where he met the (S) behind the address at 1001 Whipple Road and again orally 
ropulated him while they stood outside of their vehicles. 
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VI told me that some time after this event, he now remembers that he was arrested and sent to Juvenile Hall. 
VI related that while in custody at juvenile hall his eighteenth birthday past. VI stated that shortly after his 
eighteenth birthday, he was released from juvenile hall. Per his arrest records, I found that V1 had been 
arrested on March 5 th 1997. After advising him of this specific date, he said the meet on Whipple Road must 
ave been between November 1996 and March 1997 which would have made VI 16 years of age not 17 years 
of age. 


V1 told me that he began having a sexual relationship with the (S) when he was 17 years old and specifically 
remembers the two described events before turning 18. V1 stated that he stopped having a sexual relationship 
with the (S) when he was 23 years old. V1 stated that during that five year span, he estimates that he had sex 
with the (S) at least 15 times while the (S) was on duty to include the two described events when he was 17 
years old. VI stated he engaged in sex with the (S) while he was off-duty approximately three or four times 
and that he was at least 18 years old during these encounters. However, V1 told me that during this five year 
span, he met with the (S) at least once a week while the (S) was working so that they could talk or get 
something to eat together. VI stated is due to the extended time that has past since his first encounters with 
the (S) and the seer numbers of meetings with the (S) since then that initially caused him to confuse some of 
facts in his original statement. 


On April 2 nd , 2007, at approximately 1915 hours, Detective Edens and I made contact with Victim #2 at his 
mother’s residence. It should be noted that victim #2 is the same person that botjuhe first victim spoke of 
when he stated that he drove a 16 year old male juvenile to the (S) residence in The (S) also 

mentioned victim #2 by name to the first victim when they were talking on the instant message AOL account. 



In summary, before she could explain to victim #2 the reason for her contact, he spontaneously asked them if 
they were there to speak with him about “Jeff?” Victim #2 told me that he has not seen or spoken to victim #1 
in over two years, ho wever related that when he was approximately 16 years old, victim #1 drove him to an 
older man’s house in K- Victim #2 stated that the purpose of going to this person’s house was to “party.” 
Victim #2 related that he met the (S) for the first time when he arrived at his house and it was at this time that 
he discovered that the (S) was a Hayward Police Officer. 


I showed victim #2 a photo line-up consisting of six Hayward police officers’ photographs and victim #2 
immediately identified photograph #2 of the (S) as the police officer who’s house victim #1 took him to in 
I and who also identified himself as (Suspect’s first name). 


Victim #2 stated that the (S) provided him and victim #1 with shots of vodka and after a while the (S) went 
on-line on his home computer and showed them several photographs of under aged males. Victim #2 related 
that he also showe d them a p hotograph of a blond hair, blue eyed, male juvenile who the (S) stated they were 
going to pick up in Ca. and bring back to his house to party with. Victim #2 stated that they got into 

the (Sfs^lBH^ftmck drove to where they picked him the boy in the photograph the (S) 

had shown them earlier.

Victim # 2 related that when they all returned back to the (S)’s home, they all drank some more vodka and 
eventually all ended upstairs in the master bedroom. Victim #2 stated that the (S) put on a video of a guy on 
,uy pornographic movie and all four of them laid down together on the master bed. Victim #2 stated that the 
S) then orally copulated him while they were together on the bed. Victim #2 stated that at the time, he was 
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just starting to experiment with his sexually so he was confused and also “freaked out” by the fact that the (S) 
was a police officer. Victim #2 stated that he refused to continue and asked victim #1 if he could drive his

Victim #2 stated that he drove victim # l’s | 
en or spoken to the (S) since. Victim #2 stated that he has seen victim #1 several times since the described 
ncident but they have never really talked about it. I also recorded this interview. 


I know from training and experience that persons who are involved in Child Exploitation/Molestation often 
conceal the evidence of doing so in their residences in secure/private locations to avoid detection by the 
police. 1 also know that individuals will often attempt to conceal communications with said minors via the 
Internet and will often use profiles with false information as a way to avoid detection to their true identities. I 
also know they most always keep all photographs, mementoes, letters, notes, and logs as trophies and never 
throw them away. 


I also believe the Suspect Officer’s threat of silencing (VI) is a credible one, which VI fears. For almost 9 
years he has kept the secret of their sexual affair, as well as being witness to the (S)’s affairs with other 
minors. The Suspect is a highly trained Police Officer who has been living a double life and fears if it is ever 
exposed, he would “lose it”. With the knowledge that the Suspect has several guns registered to him, I believe 
it is paramount for the safety of both Victims and any potential Victims who may be discovered that all 
firearms be confiscated for safe keeping until released by the Court.

I attempted to establish a 
connection with the phone handset for examination using forensic software. However, I was unable to locate a compatible 
cable to connect the phone to the computer.
